Communists 


VANCOUVER, June —“We 
have the situation absolutely in 
hand and our port is going to be 
kept open,’ Mayor G. G. McGeer 
declared’ in a statement last night 
in which he dealt with Tuesday's 
riots on the waterfront. 

“No one regrets more than I do 
the deplorable incidents which 
took place,” the Mayor said. “Un- 
fortunately it is the culmination of 
Communistic agitation that has 
been going on in Vancouver for 
several months. On Sunday eve- 
ning at the Arena the Longshore- 
men on strike and their sympathiz- | 
ers were incited by Communistic 
leaders to flout constituted author- 
ity and to attack Ballantyne pier 
with the purpose of mobbing the 
men working the ships there. 


BRAZEN DECLARATION 

“The brazenness of this open de- 
claration of war is unparalleled in 
the history of Vancouver. The at- 
tack was deliberately made on a 
Dominion government dock to em- 
phasize the rebellious nature of the 
ectivity. 

“Following Sunday night's meet- | 
ing, the chief of police (Col. W. W. | 
Foster) went out of his way to warn 
the longshoremen of the danger and | 
folly of attempting to carry out the 
threats that had been made, and he 
warned all the men of the danger of 
volunteering to carry out so foolish 
an adventure. 


DEFINITE INCITING 

“At Monday's council meeting 1} 
took particular pains to point out 
that the action of the leaders in the 
Arena, if correctly reported, indi- | 
cated a definite attempt to incite} 
the longshoremen to riot and that | 
their actions would be treated ac-| 
cordingly. 

“Notwithstanding this warning, 
the longshoremen and their sym- 
pathizers, under communist leaders, 
deliberately attempted to flout) 
police authority and to raid Ballan- | 
tyne pier. Obviously the purpose of | 
the raid was to attack and assault 
the men who were working on the 
pier. The police had no alternative 
but to resist this attack and to dis- 
perse the illegal gathering that de- 
veloped, 

LED BY BLIND | 

“True to Communist technique, 
the rioters were led by a man sup- 
posedly blind, carrying a Union 
Jack. He was removed by the po- 
lice and was not injured. Of course, 
just as in Corbin riots, the mob 
had women and returned veterans) 
who were used as a shield to cover} 
the real nature of the attack con- 
templated. 

“This blatant and stupid attempt} 
on the part of the Communist lead- 
ers has forced the police to dem- 
onstrate that no situation can de-| 
velop in Vancouver that they can- 
not handle.

The chief cause of adhesions is inflam:mation 
Any inflammatory process continued long 
enough is capable of causing the formation of 
adherent tissue. Therefore the inflammation 
resulting from constipation, appendicitis, 
seen in colitis must be considered as a direct 
cause.
